‘This is “owned 
by all Aftrologers to be the beft of Af- — 
pects, and evenone of perfect Friend- 
fhip, and-much: better than the Sextile. 

An Oppojfition is when Planets are fix 
Signs, .o0r 180 Degrees. diftant, it being 
half the Circle of the Zodiack,: as Mars 
in Aries, and Venus in Libra, this being 
the very worft of Afpetts, and'therefore 
accounted a Token of perfect» Hatred ; 
fo that in a Queftion between the Que- 
rent and his Sweetheart, if the Lord of 
the feventh Houfe is in Oppofition to 
the Lord of the Afcendant, inftead of 
Love from her, he can expect nothing 
but Aifronts, Ingratitude, and downright

Again, ifat the Time of Perfons falling 
fick, or in Queftions of Sicknelfs, if Saturn 
be in_o, 0, or in oppofition tothe Afcen- 
dant, his Lord, the Moon, or Lord of 
the fixth Houfe, is an Argument of a 
very dangerous and lingring Sicknefs : 
The fame obferve of Mars, or any other 
Planets, if they happen to be Lords of 
the eighth, fixth, or twelfth Honufes. 
But if any of thofe Planets be in Sextile 
or Trine to the Cufp of the Afcendant,. 
or Lord of the Afcendant, or the Moon, 
there is no Danger, efpecially if the faid 
Planet be ftrong, and in a good Place of 
the Figure; and thus you may judge of 
the good or ill Suecefs in any Queftion, 
concerning any Matter or Thing what- 
ever, by the Planets good or evil Af 
pects to the refpettive Significators ; on- 
ly obferve, that Satura and Mars are 
evil by Nature, and confequently unfor- 
tunate: ‘Jupiter and Venus are good by 
Nature, and therefore fortunate ; The 
Sun, Mercury, and the Moon are either 
good or evil, as they are joined to, or 


afpeGed by good or evil Planets..

The Seafon of the Year muft be alfo 
look’d into, for the Influence of a cold 
Rain in Summer produces a Snow in 
Winter, as alfo Snow or Sleet in the

Warm Configurations in moift Signs 
give Rain both Winter and Summer. 
Moreover, take fpecial Notice of this, 
that Prediftions for every Day’s Wea- 
ther inan Almanack are abfurd and ridi- 
culous; for an Afpeé of Rain, except it 
be very ftrong and powerful, brings not 
Rain at one and the fame Time all the 
Country over ; for it may rain at London 
to Day, and to Morrow it may rain at 
York, and be fair and dry at London the 
fame Day; for you muft confider that 
Rain will move from Place to Place 
while that Influence lafts, which vul- 
garly is called falling by Planets.
